        Now comes Daryl Joe, Appellant in the above styled and numbered cause, and 

moves this Court to grant an extension of time to file Appellant's Brief on the 

Merits and for good cause shows the following:    

1. This case is on appeal from the judgement of the 13th Judicial District Court 

of Navarro County, Texas, in STATE OF TEXAS vs. DARYL JOE, and 

numbered D37,693 and from the 10th Court of Appeals opinion in Case 

Number 10-18-00221-CR dated March 3, 2021. 

2. Appellant filed a pro se Petition for Discretionary Review on June 11, 2021 

which was granted on September 15, 2021.
